Major issues

relating to the prevention of mental

Illnesses were discussed at a confer-

ence held by the Alcohol, Drug

Abuse, and Mental Health Administra-

tion in 1979. Five papers from the

conference appear In this Issue of
Pubiic Health Reports.
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lformulas. (Metabolic alkalosis is an
accumulation in the body of organic
base compounds, such as blood bi-
carbonate, resulting In a derangement
of the normal acid-base balance.)
Further investigation revealed 119 In-
fants who had at least one episode of
metabolic alkalosis while being fed
Neo-Mull-Soy or CHO-Free, the other
formula.

During the first phase of the study,
physicians will be evaluating the in-
fants' current physical and develop-
mental status to provide a basis for
future comparisons. Periodic reevalua-
tions should then reveal any long-term
effects on growth and development of
the hypokalemic (low-potassium) met-
abolic alkalosis that resulted from the
formulas.

Analysis of formula preparations
showed that the products were im-
properly manufactured so that they
contained one-third the chloride stated
on the product label and supplied
approximately one-fifth the chloride
recommended for infants by the Ameri-
can Academy of Pediatrics. The for-
mulas were voluntarily recalled after
16 months on the market.

Infants who were fed Neo-Mull-Soy
or CHO-Free will be admitted to the
NIH Clinical Center as inpatients or
outpatients upon referral by their pri-
vate pediatricians. Researchers will
record medical, social, and dietary
histories and conduct complete physi-
cal examinations of the infants.
Through diagnostic studies, the in-
fants will be screened for metabolic
abnormalities and delayed growth and
development.
Some infants, who were studied by

their own physicians during the most
severe phase of their illnesses, will
be admitted as inpatients for 2 weeks
to determine how they respond to a
low, but adequate, sodium level in
their diet. Investigators also will take
special measurements to detect possi-
ble hormonal changes. None of the
diagnostic tests will harm the infants,
and if any abnormalities are found
they will be evaluated further and
treated.

Because hypokalemic metabolic al-
kalosis developed in only about 1
percent of the infants who received
the formulas, the researchers will try
to determine if certain infants have a

naturally higher risk of having meta-
bolic abnormalities develop during
low chloride intake.

International Symposium on Electro-
analysis in Clinical, Environmental, and
Pharmaceutical Chemistry. A symposi-
um to be held April 13-16, 1981, in
Cardiff, Wales, will emphasize the ap-
plication of electroanalytical methods in
biomedical and environmental areas,
especially ion-selective electrodes, gas
sensors, and polarography. The program
will include aspects of the development,
operation, and mechanisms of electro-
chemical energy, including new areas,
such as piezoelectric crystals, which are
likely to facilitate the progress of elec-
troanalysis in the biomedical and envi-
ronmental fields.
